Many  well  known  figures  who 
ipent  their  childhood  in  the 
Pennsylvania  anthracite  fields 

Klnt  with  pride  to  the  fact  that 
By  once  started  si  the  most 
humble  worker  in  the  mining  in¬ 
dustry,  e  breaker  boy. 

In  the  days  before  the  use  of 
modern  processing  equipment  for 
sorting  coal  boys  between  the 
ages  of  9  and  M  years  spent  9  or 
19  hours  a  day  in  the  many 
breakers  that  dotted  the  Carbon 
County-Panther  Valley  area. 
Times  Change 

Prior  fie  the  turn  of  the  cen¬ 
tury,  the  methods  used  to  clean 
and  slat  anthracite  were  much 
different  ferny  today’s  way  of 
processing  coal  for  the  con¬ 
sumer.  when  anthracite  was 
first  used  u  a  fuel,  the  need  for 
uniformity  in  rise  was  quickly 
realised,  as  well  as  a  way  of  re¬ 
moving  the  rock  and  slate  pre¬ 
sent  la  coal. 

x  Crude  breakers  were  built  to 
crush  the  big  lumps  of  coal  to 
regular  sise;  Lacking  the  modern 
(leasing  machinery,  human 
hands  were  the  only  way  of  tak¬ 
ing  the  objectionable  chunks  of 
slats  and  stone  from  the  coal, 
i  Early  Risers 

The  typical  breaker  boys 
usually  would  rise  about  5:30 
a.m.  end  get  reedy  so  that  they 
could'  reach  work  by  7  a.m. 
Many  times  they  would  accom¬ 
pany  their  fathers  who  in  most 
cases,  a)se  worked  In  the  mines. 
In  the  Panther  Valley  a  slow 
moving  paaaeager  train  trans¬ 
ported  many  of  the  workers  to 
the  mines.  Because  of  the  many 
stops  made  along  the  way  the 
train  would  have  to  be  boarded 
before  I  a.m.  to  reach  work  by 
1  o’clock. 

r.  Hurrying  to  the  breaker,  at 
least  j  hundred  boys  took  their 
placet  along  the  inclined  chutes 
where  the  crushed  coal  was  run. 
From  7  until  noon  the  boys 
Worked  steadily  picking  out  the 
pieces  of  slate  and  rock  from 
the  stream  of  coal  running  past 
them.  At  soon  they  were  given 
a  40-minute  lunch  hour  and  then 
went  back,  to  their  work  that 
lasted  until  5  pm.  during  the 
summer  months.  In  winter  when 
the  demand  for  coal  was  greater, 
they  worked  until  6  pm.

In  the  winter,  the  h realtors 
were  sot  bested  as  they  are  to¬ 
day,  but  these  crude  buildings 
constructed  mainly  of  woed  were 
very  cold.  To  add  to  the  dlscc  > 
fort  of  the  boys,  in  many  esses 
the  roofs  covering  the  breakers 
leaked  and  sometimes  the  boys 
worked  a!!  day  In  wet,  cold  cloth¬ 
ing. 

There  was  little  time  wasted  in 
the  breaker,  for  the  boy  a  werked 
under  the  close  scrutiny  o»  the 
breaker  boss,  who  was  usually 
armed  with  a  five  ur  six  foot 
long  hickory  stick  to  top  any  lag¬ 
gards  who  let  pieces  of  rock  or 
slate  slip  by. 

At  5  or  6  p.m.  when  the  quit¬ 
ting  whistle  sounded,  the  boys 
scurried  out  of  the  breaker  for 
home  where  they  usually 
cleaned  off  the  coal  "rim'*  in 
shanties  built  in  back  of  their 
homes.

Even  thought  the  breaker  boy 
is  a  thing  of  the  past  in  tins 
anthracite  industry,  certain  em¬ 
ployes  in  the  two  breakers  now 
operating  in  the  Panther  Valley 
st  Lensford  and  Coaidale  still 
keep  a  watchful  eye  on  the  tons 
of  coal  poured  out  of  these  break¬ 
ers  daily.  The  third  breaker  in 
the  former  Tamaqua  District  of 
the  Lehigh  Navigation  Coal  Co., 
presently  is  not  operating  due  to 
a  shutdown  of  the  district  in  May 
by  the  coal  company.  The  break¬ 
er  ia  the  Lansfprd  District  ia 
now  operated  "by  the  Panther 
Valley  Coal  Co.,  and  the  Coal- 
dale  breaker  is  now  operated  to 
process  coal  rained  by  the  re¬ 
cently  formed  Coaidale  Mining 
Co. 

According  to  the  older  miners 
hi  :plte  of  the  hard  working  con¬ 
ditions  these  breaker  boys  en¬ 
dured,  most  of  them  grew  up  to 
be  heafcthy  men  and  many  went 
or,  their  way  to  successful  ca¬ 
reers  in  the  mining  as  well  as 
other  industries.

To  a  collector  of  mining  artifacts  finding  a  rare  lamp  as  the 
one  described  is  a  dream  come  true.  A  comparable  find  to  a  token 
collector's  finding  an  unlisted  token  from  their  home  town.  With 
the  increasing  popularity  of  mine  lamp  collecting,  John  Podgurski 
and  I  decided  to  provide  articles  of  interest  to  our  fellow  col¬ 
lectors.  While  John  and  I  are  fairly  novice  to  the  hobby,  we  will 
do  our  best  to  provide  accurate  information.  We  may  contact 
fellow  collectors  from  time  to  time  for  their  expert  opinons. 

One  of  the  most  frustrating  parts  of  the  hobby,  for  new 
collectors,  has  been  the  difficulty  in  finding  a  reliable  source 
of  information  to  help  identify  mine  lamps.  While  most  of  the 
companies  producing  mining  lamps  flourished  around  the  turn  of  the 
century,  they  quickly  disappeared  as  well  as  the  sales  brochures 
and  catalogues  describing  their  products.  Finding  original  copies 
of  these  brochures  in  many  cases  are  rarer  finds  than  the  lamps 
themselves.  For  this  reason  obtaining  copies  of  any  literature 
describing  mining  artifacts  is  crucial  to  the  collector.  This 
first  article  is  our  initial  attempt  to  share  our  information  with 
fellow  collectors. 

The  lamp  featured  in  this  article  is  not  only  rare,  but 
unique  in  principle  as  well.  The  lamp  was  invented  by  Louis  Klun, 
who's  name  appears  on  the  lid.  The  remaining  identification  is  a 
patent  date  of  March  29,  1910  and  the  location  of  Spaulding, 
Illinois.  From  the  illustration  it  appears  the  lamp  came  in  two 
varieties,  one  with  a  reflector  and  one  without  a  reflector.  The 
lamp  in  my  collection  is  all  brass  and  is  not  provided  with  a 
reflector.  An  additional  illustration  is  being  provided  with 
actual  dimensions  in  metric  unite. 

While  the  operation  of  the  lamp  is  well  described  in  the 
patent  office  file  information  included 1  in  this  article  the  fol¬ 
lowing  summation  should  provide  useful  data.

The  Cap  Lamp  described  is  actually,  a  combination  lamp  using 
two  sources  for  fuel.  As  described  by  its'  inventor  it  also  was 
to  be  used  for  two  different  purposes. 

Early  mine  lighting  was,  at  best,  crude  while  also  subjecting 
the  miners  to  the  danger  of  fire  and  explosion  due  to  the  open 
flame  present  with  these  methods.  An  additional  hazard  to  the 
miners  of  this  period  was  a  possible  exposure  to  "Black  Damp. 
This  term  is  used  broadly  by  miners  to  describe  an  atmosphere 
lacking  sufficient  oxygen  for  miners  to  breathe.  The  common  ele¬ 
ments  of  this  oxygen  deficient  atmosphere  are  carbon  dioxide  and 
nitrogen.  These  elements  are  heavier  than  air  and  accumulate 
closer  to  the  mine  floor  resulting  in  suffocation  of  the  miner  due 
to  a  lack  of  oxygen.  An  atmosphere  with  lower  than  normal  amounts 
of  oxygen  will  affect  the  brightness  of  an  open  flame  lamp.  Ini¬ 
tially  the  flame  with  lengthen  before  the  brightness  decreases  as 
the  flame  seeks  oxygen.  The  amount  of  smoke  will  also  increase  as 
the  amount  of  oxygen  decreases.  Further  decreases  in  the  amount 
of  oxygen  (below  16.5  per  cent)  will  cause  the  lamp  to  go  out. 
Due  to  this  flame  reaction  a  miner  could  be  warned  of  Black  Damp 
as  discussed  and  evacuate  prior  to  suffocation  to  warn  others. 
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A  carbide  (acetylene)  lamp,  however ,  burns  much  brighter  than 
open  flame  lamps  as  described.  This  would  provide  more  light  in 
the  working  place  for  the  miner,  but  could  no  longer  be  used  to 
warn  miners  of  Black  Damp.  While  the  flame  would  react  to  the 
oxygen  deficient  atmosphere,  the  amount  of  change  in  brightness 
prior  to  the  lamps  going  out  is  difficult  to  detect.  A  miner 
could,  therefore,  be  overcome  without  warning  as  the  oxygen  defi¬ 
cient  area  were  entered  and  die  before  help  could  arrive.  Others 
could  not  enter  the  area  to  help  until  the  oxygen  level  was  raised 
without  endangering  themselves. 


The  upper  chamber  is  provided  with  a  water  feed  valve  regula¬ 
ted  through  the  lid  opening.  The  chamber  is  filled  with  a  combi¬ 
nation  of  water  and  oil.  Oil,  being  lighter  than  water,  will 
float  on  top  of  the  water  causing  the  two  liquids  to  separate. 
The  bottom  container  is  filled  with  carbide  (calcium  carbide). 
Upon  contact  by  water,  acetylene  gas  is  produced.  As  more  water 
is  added,  gas  is  generated  at  a  faster  rate  resulting  in  a  larger 
flame.  This  also  results  in  less  time  of  use  as  all  the  carbide 
or  water  is  used  quicker.  The  miner  carried  extra  fuel  and  water 
for  the  shift. 


As  mentioned  earlier,  two  common  hazards  to  miners  due  to 
open  flame  lamps  are  fires  and  explosions.  The  explosive  gas 
common  to  mining  is  methane,  which  being  lighter  than  air,  accumu- 
later  close  to  the  top  of  the  mine  entry  or  working  place.  Many 
older  miners,  who  used  open  flame  lamps,  tell  of  tales  where  they 
have  walked  into  pockets  of  gas  (methane)  and  had  their  hair 
burned  as  the  ^fireball"  (ignited  gss)  rolled  over  their  heads. 
These  were  the  lucky  survivors.  Miners  who  walked  into  higher 
concentrations  of  gas  rarely  survived  the  explosion. 


Prom  the  descriptions  provided,  one  can  sea  how  advanced  in 
,  design  and  principle  the  lamp  was  for  the  time  period.  Certainly 
any  attempt  to  warn  the  miner  of  Black  Damp  or  other  hazards  was  a 
pioneer  achievement  in  the  field  of  safety  for  the  miner. 

We  wish  to  convey  special  thanks  to  Mark  Mandreil  for  the 
excellent  art  work.
